Buffalo, September 16.—The 
re- 


mains of McKinley this morning were 
taken aboard a'special funeral train 


' and started for 
Washington. 
All 


night long a guard of" soldiers and 
sailors watched .beside the dead. The 
train which Is carrying the body to 
Washington Is in the care of the con- 
ductor that carried the presidential 
;party to Safl Francisco recently. A 
.pilot engine proceeded the 
-funeral 


train by fifteen minutes to see that 
'the track Is clear. 


Mrs. McKinley Wept Bitterly 


• Thousands of 'people were gathered 
in the Vicinity of Mllburn house at 
all. 
At seven thirty-five Mrs. Mc- 


Kinley came out leaning on the arm 
of Abner McKinley and Mr. 
Light- 
loot of the White House corps.. She 
was In deep mourning and heavily 
veiled. 
With a firm stride she walk- 


ed down to. the carriage, showing no 
signs of a collapse. 


Fifty thousand people with heads 


bared and bowed, were around, the 
depot when the six carriages bearing 
the funeral party arrived. 


On alighting from the 
carriages 


Mrs. McKinley showed the first signs 
of, weakening. She wept bitterly and 
•walked unsteadily. , It was' 
neces- 
cary for Dr. Rixey to put his arm 
about Tier to hold her up. 
She was 
jriaced on the train at once and the
